The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  “Home  Missionary  Society  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia”  respectfully  present  to  the  Society  and 
the  public  at  large,  this  their  Fortieth  Annual  Report: 

The  Society  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.  The  Agents  are  daity 
kept  actively  at  work,  satisfying,  to  the  extent  of  their  ability 
and  the  resources  at  their  disposal,  the  multifarious  demands  of  the 
never-ceasing  tide  of  applicants  for  help  ;  the  various  committees  have 
supervised  the  special  departments  of  work  imposed  upon  them  ;  and 
the  public  has  shown,  by  its  continual  support,  that  the  many  years  of 
active  service  of  the  Society  have  established  an  abiding  confidence 
in  the  integrity  of  its  management ;  and  the  many  worthy  poor  who 
have  received  help  during  the  year,  can  testify  that  the  objects  for 
which  iT  was  established,  are  being  accomplished.  All  of  which 
indicate  a  vitality  which  promises  even  increased  usefulness  in  the  future. 

The  Winter  weather  of  1874-5  was  very  severe,  and  continued 
far  into  the  Spring.  On  account  of  the  general  depression  of  business, 
which  threw  a  large  number  of  persons  out  of  work,  it  was  particularly 
trying  for  the  poor.  It  was  found  to  be  a  convenient,  expeditious, 
and  at  the  same  time  an  effective  and  economical  way,  of  relieving 
many  pressing  cases,  to  distribute  food  directly  from  the  office.  As 
Spring  approached  this  wAs  discontinued.  Should  there  appear  to  be 
a  necessity  for  it  during  the  present  Winter,  this  plan,  which  has 
been  frequently  resorted  to  by  the  Society  for  upwards  of  thirty  years, 
will  again  be  put  into  operation. 

During  the  Summer  months  the  agents  have  spent  much  time 
in  visiting,  and  looking  after  the  children  under  the  care  of  the 
Society,  who  have  been  placed  in  families,  chiefly  out  of  the  city, 
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to  learn  trades  and  to  be  properly  reared.  The  condition  of  these 
children  is  reported  upon  at  stated  intervals,  and  we  cannot  but  feel 
that  we  have  saved  many  a  child  from  growing  up  into  a  life  of  vice. 

Already  this  Fall  and  Winter  there  has  been  a  very  large  number 
of  applicants  for  relief.  The  severe  weather  early  this  month  brought 
hundreds,  daily  to  the  office.  The  want  of  work  among  the  laboring 
classes,  and  the  prostration  of  trade,  will  during  the  present  winter 
throw  many  upon  the  charitable  societies,  who  never  before  were 
compelled  to  ask  for  help.  There  is  already  a  most  urgent  demand 
upon  the  benevolent,  for  funds  to  relieve  the  misfortunes  of  the  worthy 
poor.  This  Society  is  completely  organized  to  effect  this  work,  and 
solicits  from  the  public  the  means  with  which  to  carry  it  on.  Its 
rooms  have  been  open  every  business  day  in  the  year,  and  its  intention 
is  to  prosecute  its  labors  as  long  as  the  means  are  forthcoming. 

As  shown  by  the  books  of  record  in  the  office,  the  special  work 
accomplished  is  indicated  by  the  following  account  of  visits  to  the 
poor,  and  the  material  and  other  assistance  rendered  to  them  during 
the  past  year.

The  Treasurer’s  Report  shows  thal  our  work,  if  measured  merely  by 
dollars  and  cents,  has  increased  about  twenty  per  cent,  over  last  year. 
The  cash  balance  on  hand  will  be  expended  in  payment  of  debts  con¬ 
tracted,  and  cannot  therefore  be  used  for  our  future  wants.  We  have 
again  been  privileged  to  convey  to  the  indigent  the  testamentary 


charities  of  several  decedents,  who,  by  their  faith  in  us,  though  dead 
yet  speak  in  loving  deeds.

We  append  again  our  chartered  title  for  a  form  of  bequest,  in  the 
hope  that  many  now  in  active  life  may,  while  they  have  opportunity, 
provide,  that  after  they  pass  away,  the  poor,  whom  we  shall  always 
have 'with  us,  may  have  cause  to  remember  them  with  gratitude. 
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The  Trustees  of  the  Relief  Association  which  was  established  in 
the  Tenth  Ward  in  the  Fall  of  1874  had  at  the  end  of  their  labors  in 
the  Summer  of  1875  au  unexpended  balance  of  $1229.86  ;  and  deem¬ 
ing  it  inexpedient  to  renew  their  operations  this  season,  they  placed 
the  funds  in  the  hands  of  our  Society  to  be  distributed  exclusively  to 
the  worthy  poor  of  the  Tenth  Ward.  The  trust  has  been  accepted  by 
us,  and  will  be  discharged  to  the  best  of  our  ability. 

At  the  end  of  this  report  we  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  large 
number  of  miscellaneous  articles,  which  the  agents  have  found  to  be 
very  suitable  in  many  cases  of  want — especially  the  cast-off  clothing 
of  the  better-circumstanced  in  life.  Donations  of  clothing  and 
bedding  are  always  acceptable,  and  are  urgently  solicited,  because 
of  the  constant  demands  for  such  articles  by  applicants  at  the 
office. 

We  think  the  Society  is  doing  much  good  in  providing  Christian 
homes,  for  the  many  orphaned  and  neglected  children  which  come 
under  its  care.  These  children  are  often  taken  from  surround¬ 
ings  entirely  degrading,  which  would  ensure  the  destruction  of  their 
souls  and  bodies.  It  is  our  endeavor  to  place  them  amid  good 
influences,  where  they  will  forget  their  former  abodes,  and  grow  up 
qualified  to  fill  useful  and  honorable  stations  in  life.  If  they  are 
taken  from  the  thraldom  of  crime  and  disgrace  they  will  at  least  have 
a  chance  to  do  better  than  if  left  surrounded  by  vicious  influences. 

In  offering  again  our  Annual  Report  it  is  felt  that  a  subject  is  in 
hand  upon  which  nothing  new  is  expected — nor  indeed  can  be  offered. 
The  Society  has  the  same  aim  and  object  in  view  now,  as  it  has 
always  had— almost  from  its  very  start,  about  forty  years  ago.  Although 
varying  conditions  may  at  times  modify  its  routine  of  business,  yet 
the  points  sought  to  be  accomplished,  as  set  forth  in  the  original 
charter,  are  kept  constantly  in  sight.  Where  old  methods  are  found 
to  have  lost  their  effectiveness,  they  are  abandoned  in  favor  of  others, 
which  the  exigencies  of  the  times  or  changed  circumstances,  seem 
to  indicate  as  more  useful.  It  is  vain  to  think  of  the  abolition  of 
misery  and  poverty  from  the  earth.  Our  highest  authority  assures 
us  of  the  continual  presence  of  the  poor  and  needy  among  us. 
Whenever  we  will,  we  may  do  them  good.  It  is  always  within  the 
power  of  every  one  to  benefit  the  suffering  in  some  way ;  and  the 
only  question  which  always  is  present  in  the  minds  of  the  willing,  is, 
How  ?  Not,  how  shall  I  bestow  my  means  upon  those  suffering  irom 
want? — but,  How  shall  I  aid  them  effectively?  and  give  such  assistance 
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as  shall  benefit  them, — that  shall  not  mar  their  spirit,  nor  pander  to  a 
reprehensible  indolence.  All  is  not  beneficence  which  is  given.  One 
may  be  at  times  better  off  by  a  little  judicious  withholding.  It  requires 
great  skill  to  know  just  how  to  aid  another.  This  is  even  plainly  evi¬ 
dent  with  those  of  our  own  class,  where  we  often  find  our  best  intentions, 
baffled  by  peculiarities  of  disposition  and  diversity  of  opinion  ;  but  the 
difficulties  are  well  nigh  insurmountable  when  one  attempts  judiciously 
to  relieve  the  poor.  They  present  themselves  as  strangers,  and  with 
little  about  them  that  is  attractive.  Even  if  time  be  given  for  investiga¬ 
tion,  their  history  can  seldom  be  reached.  Too  often  their  sufferings 
are  the  result  of  debauchery  or  criminal  unthriftiness.  And  where  sim¬ 
ple  hard  fortune  has  overwhelmed  them,  we  are  compelled  to  stand  by 
paralyzed  and  helpless  before  the  workings  of  inexorable  fate.  If  they 
undertake  to  deceive  by  dissimulation,  the  ordinary  charitably  disposed 
citizen  can  be  no  match  for  them.  His  sympathies  are  abused,  and  his 
funds  wasted.  So  much  of  a  trade  has  alms-begging  become,  that  it 
has  ceased  to  be  wise  to  give  indiscriminately  to  casual  applicants. 

With  suffering  poverty  all  around  us,  it  is  to  a  great  extent  true, 
(and  much  to  the  credit  of  Christian  beneficence!)  that  most  of  the 
public  displays  of  want  on  the  highways  are  spurious.  Giving  to  street 
beggars  almost  always  fosters  vice.  In  so  large  a  community,  indi¬ 
viduals  cannot  wisely  give  money  indiscriminately  to  the  poor.  In 
many  cases  it  does  not  help  them.  The  object  of  the  giver  is  not 
reached ;  for,  the  money  is  too  frequently  squandered.  When  so 
much  work  is  to  be  done,  some  systematic  form  must  be  adopted. 
“The  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,” 
by  its  long  experience,  and  by  employing  agents  long  engaged  as  mis¬ 
sionaries  among  the  poor  of  this  city,  is  well  qualified  to  administer  the 
benefactions  of  its  contributors,  in  a  manner  which  will  most  effectively 
meet  the  wants  of  the  needy,  and  at  the  same  time  economize  its 
funds. 

The  Society  in  its  inception  was  designed  to  accomplish  simple 
missionary  work.  Its  operations  were  confined  largely  to  the  neglected 
classes  along  the  wharves;  especially  that  class  of  canal  boatmen  on 
the  Schuylkill  river,  which  railroading  in  our  time,  has  almost  abolished, 
or  left  but  a  remnant  of,  to  represent,  what  formerly  was  a  numerous 
and  usually  rough  and  lawless  class  of  men — totally  without  religious 
influences.  On  Sundays,  too,  preaching  services  were  held  in  the 
market  sheds,  formerly  on  Market  street,  and  in  courts  and  other 
convenient  places  which  offered  access  to  the  poor  and  neglected 
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classes.  Necessarily  many  cases  of  physical  suffering  came  under 
the  notice  of  the  agents;  and  it  was  found,  just  as  is  indicated  by  the 
Apostle  James,  to  be  impracticable  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  those 
whose  minds  were  preoccupied  by  hunger  and  want.  Efforts  were 
made  to  provide  for  the  alleviation  of  these  wants,  and  the  practice 
has  ever  since  been  continued  ;  until  now  it  has  grown  to  be  one  of  the 
leading  features  of  the  Society. 

As  will  be  seen  elsewhere  in  this  report,  a  large  amount  of  aid  is 
rendered  to  families  in  needy  circumstances  by  the  distribution  of 
orders  for  coal  and  groceries,  and  gifts  of  garments  and  shoes.  In 
the  winter,  often,  when  the  greatest  demand  is  made  upon  the 
Society,  and  the  great  press  of  applicants  forbids  the  more  careful 
attention  to  individual  cases,  it  has  been  found  expedient  to  distribute 
at  the  office  articles  of  food  directly  to  the  applicant.  A  package  of 
a  few  pounds  of  meal  is  inexpensive.  It  may  seem  trifling  to  the 
affluent,  but  it  has  often,  from  the  office  of  this  Society,  prevented 
starvation ;  it  is  an  effective  kind  of  relief  to  a  family  of  hungry 
children,  and  can  be  applied  promptly  and  without  delay. 

The  Society  is  one  of  the  oldest  of  its  kind  in  the  city,  and  the 
demands  upon  it  are  numerous  and  constantly  growing.  Its  work 
extends  over  the  whole  city.  In  severe  weather  its  rooms  are  often 
crowded  the  whole  day  long.  The  amount  of  labor  done  by  its  agents 
would  seem  incredible,  if  it  could  be  told,  to  one  unacquainted  with 
its  operations.  On  some  days  upwards  of  three  hundred  people  have 
applied  for  help.  Each  one  of  these  must  be  heard  separately.  In 
many  cases  the  name  and  address  taken,  that  they  may  be  visited. 
Their  wants  are  infinite.  Some  need  simply  to  be  directed  to  where 
they  may  be  more  efficiently  helped  ;  some  are  furnished  with  employ¬ 
ment;  some  helped  to  a  meal  or  a  night’s  lodging;  some  transported 
to  distant  friends.  All  are  dealt  kindly  with  and  treated  in  a  sympathiz¬ 
ing  manner,  even  if  it  is  impossible  to  relieve  their  particular  wants. 
And  when  opportunity  offers,  Christian  counsel  and  advice  is  given, 
suitable  to  the  occasion. 

This  Society,  by  the  express  terms  of  its  Charter,  is  incorporated 
“For  the  Spread  of  the  Gospel  and  the  Relief  of  the  Poor.”  It  is 
entirely  unsectarian  in  its  management  and  operations.  It  visits  the 
poor  and  destitute  in  their  own  homes,  ant/  distributes  to  deserving 
cases,  food,  clothing,  and  fuel,  and  offers  such  spiritual  counsel  and 
advice  as  seems  to  be  suitable.  So  far  as  possible,  applicants  who  are 
not  vouched  for  by  responsible  parties,  have  their  cases  investigated  by 
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the  agents,  before  material  assistance  is  given,  so  as  to  prevent  impo¬ 
sition. 

The  great  aim  of  the  Society  is  to  prevent  pauperism,  by  encourag¬ 
ing  the  needy  to  help  themselves.  To  this  end  it  renders  temporary 
assistance,  and  endeavors  to  find  suitable  employment  for  those  able 
to  work  ;  it  tides  over  the  hard  time  and  mitigates  the  distress  of 
seasons,  of  special  misfortune.  Many  a  “.hard  time”  of  the  poor 
widow  with  children  has  been  bridged  over  ! 

We  seek  to  secure  the  strictest  economy  in  the  management  of  the 
funds  contributed  to  the  Society.  Such  articles  as  coal  and  food, 
for  distribution,  are  bought  in  large  quantities  and  at  the  lowest  whole¬ 
sale  prices.  The  agents  employed  are  men  of  experience,  who  have 
been  for  many  years  engaged  as  missionaries  among  the  poor  of 
Philadelphia.  They  are  acquainted  with  large  numbers  of  the  needy 
applicants,  and  are  quick  to  detect  attempts  at  imposture.  Personally, 
they  are  men  esteemed  for  their  integrity  of  character  and  sincere 
piety.  Their  work  in  the  office  is  supervised  by  the  Board  of 
Managers,  both  by  its  committees  and  individually. 

A  vast  amount  of  good  has  been  accomplished.  The  records  of 
the  Society  show  that  for  many  years  past  it  has  acted  as  the  trusted 
Almoner  of  a  large  portion  of  our  charitable  citizens.  Its  modes  of 
operations  are  such  as  experience  seems  to  point  out  as  the  most 
satisfactory  for  accomplishing  its  aims.  The  work  done  is  not  all 
such  as  can  be  fairly  shown  in  any  table  of  results.  There  are  many 
little  offices  of  friendliness  to  the  poor,  the  value  of  which  is  very 
great,  and  yet  cannot  be  set  forth  in  the  dollar  columns  of  the 
Treasurer’s  account.  A  word  of  sympathetic  kindness  ;  the  befriending 
a  helpless  child  ;  the  placing  of  children  under  religious  instruction 
in  Sunday-schools ;  taking  a  child  from  degrading  influences  and 
putting  it  in  morally  elevating  surroundings ;  and  many  such  works, 
which  constantly  engage  the  time  of  the  agents,  are  the  less  obvious, 
but  none  the  less  real,  works  of  this  Society,  whereby  it  seeks  to  exert 
practically  the  spirit  of  our  Christian  religion. 

If  it  were  deemed  desirable,  much  space  in  this  report  could  be 
occupied  in  telling  of  some  of  the  many  individual  cases  of  extreme 
suffering  which  have  been  relieved.  Our  records  are  full  of  interesting 
cases  of  friendless  poor  persons,  who  were  sick  and  in  distress,  who 
were  relieved,  and  placed  in  positions  where  they  gained  honorable 
independence,  and  some  even  affluence,  who  now  acknowledge  their 
gratitude  by  yearly  contributions  to  the  funds  of  the  Society ;  and

also  of  poor  children,  in  most  instances,  the  slaves  of  inhuman,  vicious 
parents,  who  drove  them  to  beggary,  to  pander  to  their  own  depraved 
appetites,  who  were  taken  from  these  scenes  of  poverty  and  crime,  and 
placed  with  families  in  the  country,  where  they  have  been  educated, 
and  have  grown  to  be  honorable  and  respectable  men  and  women, 
and  have  married,  and  are  now  well-to-do  citizens.  Some  of  them 
inherit  the  lands  of  their  adopted  parents.  They  all  rejoice  in  the 
protecting  care  of  the  Home  Missionary  Society.  The  details  of  many 
of  these  cases  would  deeply  excite  your  emotions.  But  it  is  thought 
better  to  appeal  to  your  judgment  and  candid  approval,  in  order  to 
enlist  your  co-operation.  Hence,  we  have  given  a  simple  statement 
of  our  work,  and  have  not  sought  to  arose  spasmodic  sympathy,  by 
harrowing  details  of  cases,  which  are  different  from  all  the  others, 
only  by  some  incidental  aggravations.  No  one  need  be  told  of  the 
presence  of  poverty,  want,  and  suffering  among  us  ;  of  neglected  chil¬ 
dren;  of  starvation  and  of  vice.  These  are  all  patent  facts.  We  wish 
to  say  to  all  those  who  recognize  the  presence  of  this  “master  ill  of 
the  world’’ — poverty — and,  with  us,  are  desirous  of  alleviating  the  suf- 
erings  of  our  fellow-man,  that  the  “  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia’’  is  doing  all  in  its  power  toward  that  end.  It 
is  aided  in  its  endeavor  by  a  long  experience  in  the  work,  by  capable  and 
tried  agents,  and  by  a  careful  management.  It  is  supported  entirely  by 
voluntary  contributions;  and  it  makes  again  urgent  appeals  for  help, 
offering  its  record  in  the  past  as  the  most  fitting  guarantee  for  the 
future,  that  the  money  entrusted  to  its  care  shall  be  distributed 
among  the  worthy  poor  of  this  city  in  such  a  manner  as  to  render 
them  the  most  benefiting  assistance.
